MR.  MAYOR,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

In  accordance  with  my  statutory  duty  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  I have  the  honour  to 
present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  \9'^2. 

The  contents  of  this  report  have  been  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Social  Security  Circular  No.  1/73  received  on  3rd  January  1973. 

The  vital  statistics  in  the  report  are  satisfactory.  There  has  been  a decrease  in  the  birth  rate  and  a 
decrease  in  the  death  late  There  were  seven  deaths  from  influenza  (1  in  1971)  and  27  deaths  from 
pneumonia  (8  in  19  71).  There  were  7 deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  as  compared  with  11  in 
1971.  The  number  of  illegitimate  births  was  47  and  this  represents  7.0%  of  all  Kettering  births  (6.8% iji 
1971). 

The  natural  increase  in  population,  that  is  the  difference  between  the  number  of  live  births  and  the 
number  of  deaths,  amounted  to  163  (225  in  1971).  The  Registrar  Generals  estimate  of  population  at 
30th  June  1972  is  43,350  and  allcalculations  in  this  report  are  based  on  that  figure. 

There  has  been  no  maternal  death  since  1958.  There  were  19  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and 
bronchus,  of  which  18  were  males.  During  the  years  1963  - 1972  inclusive,  the  total  number  of  deaths, 
both  sexes,  from  cancer  of  these  sites  was  219  The  total  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  in  other  sites 
during  this  period  was  as  follows:

It  was  necessary  to  obtain  a Magistrate’s  Order  under  the  provisions  of  Section  47  of  the  National 
Assistance  Act,  1948,  for  the  removal  to  Part  III  Accommodation  of  one  lady,  who  after  the  expiration 
of  the  three  week  Order  consented  to  become  a voluntary  patient. 

Clearance  Areas  Nos.  84,85,86  and  87  comprising  40  houses  were  represented  during  1972. 

The  Council’s  waiting  list  for  houses  w'as  approximately  790.  In  connection  with  the  allocation  of 
Council  houses  as  far  as  the  Public  Health  Department  is  concerned,  recommendations  are  from  time  to 
time  made  by  me  after  personal  visits  have  been  made  to  investigate  the  circumstances  of  each  case. 
Medical  and  social  assessments  are  forwarded  to  the  Housing  Manager. 
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There  ’^ere  only  1 7 notifications  of  infectious  diseases  in  the  Borough  during  the  year  and  this 
certainly  established  a record  which  demonstrates  the  efficacy  of  the  various  immunisatipn  measures. 
However  ve  must  not  be  lulled  into  a false  sense  of  security  with  such  results  which  can  only  be  main- 
tained by  the  vigorous  continuation  of  the  immunisatiipn  proceduies. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  tuberculosis  but  two  new  cases  of  pulmonary  and  two  cases  of  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified,  reminding  us  that  we  cannot  afford  to  relax  vigilence  to  keep  this 
disease  under  control. 

The  number  of  cremations  earned  out  at  Kettering  increased  from  1700  in  1971  to  1824  in  1972. 
The  number  of  cremations  of  Kettering  residents  (382)  amounted  to  76.4%  of  the  deaths  (76.2%  in  1971).

On  six  occasions  it  was  necessary  for  the  Medical  Referee  to  enlist  the  services  of  the  Pathologist 
appointed  by  the  Council  in  pursuance  of  the  Cremation  Regulations,  1930. 

One  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-two  requisitions  for  a search  under  the  Land  Charges  Act 
1925,  were  returned  during  the  year 

A very  large  number  of  international  Vaccination  certificates  was  brought  to  the  Department  to 
be  stamped  and  countersigned. 
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Copies  of  Dr  Farquhar’s  Annual  Report  were  again  made  available  in  the  Public  Library,  and 
extracts  from  it  were  exhibited  on  a display  board.  Interest  was  shown  by  members  of  the  public  and  it 
is  intended  to  make  this  report  similarly  available. 

Five  male  and  five  female  prospective  employees  were  medically  examined  and  were  considered 
fit  for  employment  in  the  Council’s  service. 

You  will  recall,  Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  that  I formally  took  up  the  appointment  of 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  early  this  year,  the  appointment  being  made  retrospective  to  1st  June  1972, 
my  predecessor.  Dr.  J.V.L.  Farquhar,  having  retired  in  May. 

Dr.  Farquhar’s  illness  had  prevented  him  from  carrying  out  his  duties  for  about  twelve  months 
before  this  and  I had  in  fact  already  acted  in  his  place  during  this  period. 

Before  leaving  the  town  to  begin  his  retirement  in  Hampshire  Dr.  Farquhar  was  presented  with  a 
gift  as  a memento  of  his  service  to  the  Council  at  a pleasant  little  function  held  on  July  3rd. 

I must  acknowledge  the  support  given  me  during  all  this  time  by  the  Chairman,  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee; by  Mr  Geoffrey  Walshaw,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  the  other  rnembers  of  nhe  . 
Inspectorate;  and  especially  the  invaluable  help  which  was  always  forthcoming  from  Mr.  John  Burridge, 
the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Department,  who  has  indeed  collected  and  collated  the  statistics  contained  in  this 
report.

Population.  (Table  1 , page  4'' ).  The  Registrar— General’s  estimate  of  the  resident  population  for  the 
mid-year  19"2  is  43,350  and  the  vital  statistics  in  this  report  are  based  on  this  figure. 

The  population  at  the  1971  census  was  42,628. 

Births.  (Tables  1 and  2,  page  ^').  Six  hundred  and  sixty-two  live  births  (340  males  and  322  females) 
were  registered.  This  gives  a crude  birth  rate  of  15.3  per  thousand  of  the  total  population  compared  with 
A in  1971 , The  corrected  birch  rate,  i.e.  that  rate  which  would  be  arrived  at  if  the  age  and  sex  consti- 
tution of  the  population  of  this  district  was  in  the  same  proportion  as  the  rest  of  England  and  Wales  is 
15.8,  compared  with  14.8  for  England  and  Wales.  Forty-seven  live  births  were  illegitimate,  25  males  and 
22  females 

There  were  still-births  (5  male  and  2 female)  (none  illegitimate).  This  gives  a still— birth  rate  of 
10  per  thousand  total  births,  lable  8,  page  51  records  the  registered  causes  of  these  still— births. 

The  Registrar— General’s  area  comparability  factor  for  the  adjustment  of  the  birth-rate  is  1.03. 

Deaths  (Table  1 page  47  Table  3 page  48  and  Table  6 page  49).  Four  hundred  and  ninety  nine 
deaths  were  registered  of  which  two  hundred  and  fifty-eight  were  m.ales  and  two  hundred  and  fourty  - one 
females.  Sixty-two  residents  died  outside  the  Borough  and  five  hundred  and  thirty-one  non-residents  died 
within  the  Borougn  The  crude  death  rate  was  therefore  11.5,  compared  with  12.1  in  1971.  The  corrected 
death  rate,  i e.  the  rate  which  would  be  arrived  at  if  the  age  and  sex  constitution  of  the  population  of  the 
district  was  in  the  same  proportion  as  the  rest  of  England  and  Wales  is  10.0  compared  with  12.1  for 
England  and  Wales 

The  Registrar— General’s  area  comparability  factor  for  the  adjustment  of  the  death  rate  is  0.87.

Maternal  Mortality.  (Table  4,  page  48  ).  No  maternal  deaths  occurred  during  the  year. 

Infant  Mortality  The  infant  miortality  rate,  which  is  the  death  rate  of  children  under  1 year  of  age 
per  1,000  hve  births,  is  shown  in  Table  5,  page  48,  in  comparison  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales. 

Perinatal  Mortality.  The  perinatal  mortality,  which  is  still-births  and  deaths  under  one  week  of  age 
was  18  per  thousand  live  and  still-births,  as  compared  with  22  for  England  and  Wales. 

State  of  Employment  The  Kettering  Employment  Exchange  covers  the  Borough  of  Kettering,  the 
Urban  Distiicts  of  Burton  Latimer,  Desborough  and  Rothwell,  and  a number  of  the  villages  in  the  Kettering 
Rural  District,  and  the  follo’wing  statistics  therefore  refer  to  the  whole  of  the  Exchange  area  and  are  in 
respect  of  persons  18  yea's  of  age  and  over.

The  provision  of  water  supplies  to  the  Borough  of  Kettering  has  been  the  responsibility  of 
the  Mid-Northamptonshire  Water  Board  since  1st  July,  1949,  and  the  following  information  which  relates 
to  the  whole  of  the  Board’s  area,  as  separate  figures  are  not  available  in  respect  of  Kettering,  has  been 
supplied  by  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Board. 

“The  water  supply  to  the  Borough  has  been  satisfactory  in  (i)  quality  and  (ii)  quantity.

All  results  were  satisfactory  except  that  two  samples  from  the  distribution  system  gave  low  unconfirmed 
positive  counts,  together  with  one  from  the  Great  Ouse  Water  Authority  supply. 

The  water  is!  not  considered  to  be  plumbo-solvent,  but  as  a matter  of  interest  a special  sample  examined 
for  lead  gave  a satisfactory  result  of  0.022  mg/1,  during  June,  1972. 

No  action  was  considered  necessary  in  respect  of  the  positive  samples  other  than  re-sampling  and  the 
addition  of  chlorine  to  Hannington  Reservoir  as  a precautionary  measure  only.”

Rivers  and  Streams.  Inspections  of  these  have  been  made.  Pollution  has  been  investigated  and 
cleaning  carried  out  where  necessary. 
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Public  Cleansing,  Refuse  collection  and  disposal  has  been  satisfactorily  maintained.  Controlled 
tipping  is  continuing  at  Wood  Lane.  The  first  section  of  this  tip  is  being  handed  back  to  the  owner 
following  completion  of  tipping,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  a further  section  will  be  handed  back  during 
1973 


Routine  scavenging,  cleansing  of  streets  and  street  gullies  has  also  continued  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

Forty-eight  cesspool  emptyings  have  been  undertaken  in  the  Borough.  Two  hundred  and  nine 
catchpit  emptyings  and  one  hundred  and  forty-nine  grease  and  oil  trap  emptyings  have  also  been  carried 
out. 


Recreation  Grounds.  New  pavilions  were  completed  at  Northampton  Road  Recreation  Ground  and 
Pytchley  Road  Playing  Field  and  extensions  to  the  pavilion  at  Weekley  Glebe  Playing  Field  have  been 
completed. 

Public  Conveniences.  These  have  been  regularly  inspected  cleansed  and  maintained. 

Private  Street  Works.  No  private  street  works  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 

District  Inspections.  The  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  is  summarised  in  Table  9,  page  52. 
Four  thousand  and  eight>  -fcur  inspections  and  visits  were  made  in  the  year  1972  as  compared  with  four 
thousand  six  hundred  and  sixteen  in  1971 . 

Factories  Table  12,  page  55  , gives  particulars  of  premises  on  the  register  and  work  done  under  the 
Factories  Acts,  1937  and  1948  in  the  form  prescnbed  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  Employment  and 
Productivity. 

Camping  Sites.  No  sites  in  the  area  were  used  for  holiday  purposes  during  the  year. 

The  Northampton  Road  Recreation  Ground  site  which  is  used  by  travelling  fairs  was  kept  under 
sanitary  supervision  during  the  time  it  was  used. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools.  Attendance  at  the  Covered  Bath  for  1972  was  84,232  as  compared 
with  91,404  during  1971. 

Attendance  at  the  Open  Air  Bath  was  6,038  as  compared  with  10,262  during  the  previous  year. 

School  attendance  (included  in  the  above  figure)  at  the  Public  Baths  totalled,  25,260  as  compared 
with  30,051  during  1971. 

The  Slipper  Baths  were  attended  by  7,734  as  compared  with  9,470  during  the  previous  year. 

The  purity  of  the  water  has  been  satisfactonly  maintained  throughout  the  year. 

The  Paddling  Pool  at  Rockingham  Road  Park  was  filled  for  the  period  of  the  school’s  summer 
holiday  only  and  was  kept  under  careful  supervision 
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Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949  (Table  11,  Page  54).  During  the  year  322  applications 
for  the  services  of  the  Rodent  Operator  were  received  from  occupiers  of  premises  where  infestations  exis- 
ted or  were  suspected.  The  early  seeking  of  the  assistance  of  the  Public  Health  Department  has  enabled 
infestations  to  be  quickly  eradicated. 

The  Council’s  refuse  tip  and  the  Sewage  Works  at  Finedon  continued  to  receive  regular  inspection 
and  treatment. 

Five  infestations  by  rats  and  twenty-two  by  mice  were  aealt  with  at  food  premises. 

Sixty-two  requests  for  the  destruction  of  wasps’  nests  were  received  and  dealt  with.

Clearance  of  Unfit  Houses.  Table  15,  page  51  shows  the  position  as  at  31st  December,  1972  of  the 
houses  in  Clearance  Areas  which  were  officially  represented  prior  to  1972,  and  Table  16,  page  59,  shows 
those  which  were  represented  during  1972  for  inclusion  m Clearance  Areas. 

During  the  year  four  clearance  areas  comprising  40  houses  were  declared  and  6 individual  unfit 
houses  and  1 basement  flat  were  represented. 

Twenty-eight  houses  in  Clearance  areas  were  demolished  and  at  the  end  of  the  year38  awLaitedthe 
rehousing  of  the  occupants.  There  were  also  50  houses  awaiting  demolition  following  the  rehousing  of 
occupants. 

Nineteen  families  comprising  50  persons  were  re-housed  from  unfit  property.

No  untreated  milk  is  sold  and  the  above  samples  of  raw  milk  were  taken  from  tankers  arriving  at 
a dairy  It  was  not  therefore  thought  necessary  to  examine  them  for  brucella  abortus. 

Ten  washed  milk  bottles  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  Nine  were  reported  to 
be  satisfactory,  and  one  unsatisfactory.  Two  churn  rinses  were  bacteriologically  examined.  Both  were 
reported  satisfactory 

Ice  Cream.  Fifteen  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  from  five  producers  or  retailers  in  accordance 
with  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  Twelve  w'ere  reported  to  be  Grade  1 (Satisfactory),  two  Grade  2 
(Fairly  Satisfactory),  and  one  failed  the  Methylene  Blue  Test. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods,  As  noted  in  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1954,  the  practice  has 
continued  whereby  a number  of  the  butchers  purchase  their  requirements  from  wholesalers  outside 
the  Borough,  and  a local  wholesaler  nas  animals  slaughtered  in  the  town  for  distribution  over  a large 
area  outside  the  town.

Five  hundred  and  sixty-five  visits  were  made  to  the  abattoir  and  48  visits  were  made  to  the  Cattle 
Market  and  Stalls  in  the  General  Market  Inspection  of  meat  vehicles  operating  in  the  Borough  was  under- 
taken from  time  to  time. 

Twelve  slaughtermen  were  licensed  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Slaughter  of  Animals 
Acts,  1933  and  1954.  No  contraventions  of  these  Acts  were  found. 

A Veterinary  Inspector  of  tne  Mimstry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  attends  the  Cattle 
Market  regularly. 

As  a result  of  visits  being  made  to  the  abattoir  it  was  found  necessary  to  condemn  9 tons.  16  cwt. 
2 qrs.  3 lbs.  of  meat  and  offals  as  being  unfit  for  human  consumption.  Other  food  materials  weighing 
16  tons.  8 cwts.  1 qr.  14  lbs.  were  condemned  as  a result  of  visits  to  premises  where  food  was  stored,j)re- 
pared  or  sold.  Eight  hundred  and  thirty-two  certificates  were  issued  in  respect  of  home  killed  meat  and 
offals  and  in  addition  two  hundred  and  foity-one  certificates  were  issued  in  respect  of  unfit  foods. 

Cysticercus  Bovis,  Two  cases  of  cysticercus  bovis  were  detected  in  the  carcases  examined. 

Poultry  Inspection.  There  is  one  small  firm  slaughtering  poultry  in  the  area,  which  was  visited 
regularly  during  the  year. 

It  is  not  possible  to  have  an  inspector  present  whenever  poultry  are  being  killed  but  the  premises 
are  satisfactory  and  there  is  full  co-operation  from  the  staff. 

Disposal  of  Condemned  Food.  The  arrangement  made  with  members  of  the  trade  whereby  all 
condemned  carcase  meat  and  offals  is  received  by  a fat  and  tallow  merchant  in  Bedfordshire  continues 
to  function  satisfactorily . 

Other  condemned  foods  continue  to  be  burned  in  the  incinerator  at  Northfield  Depot  or  buried  in 
the  Council’s  refuse  tip,  all  tins  being  punctured  before  burial.

The  attack  rate  for  the  Borough  of  Kettering 
was  therefore  0.16  per  1,000  population.  There  were  no  deaths  and  none  was  admitted  to  hospital.

Cancer.  The  deaths  from  cancer  show  a decrease  on  last  year,  being  96  as  compared  with  1 14,  in 

1971  as  shown  in  Table  23  page  68. 

Sickness  among  school  children.  On  Wednesday  8th  March  1972,  the  headmaster  of  a school  noti- 
fied the  Kettering  Public  Health  Department  that  32  children  who  had  attended  school  on  7th  March 

1972  were  away  on  8th  March  1972  and  that  reports  had  been  received  from  two  mothers  that  their 
children  had  been  sick. 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  visited  the  school  and  made  enquiries  regarding  the  school  dinner 
which  had  been  prepared  and  served  at  the  school  on  7th  March  1972.  The  meal  consisted  of  steamed 
beef,  tinned  carrots,  potatoes,  plums,  custard  and  shortbread.  The  beef  had  been  delivered  on  6th  March 
1972  by  the  contract  butchers  and  consisted  of  part  Australian  and  part  South  American  beef.  Similar 
meat  was  supplied  to  all  local  school  canteens  and  no  other  reports  of  sickness  have  been  received.  The 
custard  was  made  up  from  milk  powder  at  the  canteen. 

The  canteen  itself  was  in  a very  satisfactory  state  of  cleanliness,  and  whilst  no  specimen  meal  had 
been  kept  it  was  possible  to  obtain  a sample  of  the  beef  which  was  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Lab- 
oratory at  Northampton  for  bacteriological  examination. 

The  three  cooks  were  questioned  about  their  personal  health  and  all  three  stated  they  were  well  and 
had  no  recent  history  of  bowel  upsets.  The  head  cook  was  asked  to  make  similar  enquiries  of  the  two 
helpers  who  assist  with  the  serving  of  meals  and  to  notify  the  Public  Health  Department  if  either  had  been 
ill  recently. 

The  dinner  on  7th  March  1972  was  eaten  by  134  children  and  of  the  32  children  away  ill  only  21 
had  the  meal. 

The  homes  of  all  21  children  were  visited  when  it  was  found  that  4 were  absent  for  reasons  other 
than  illness,  1 had  a cold  and  1 could  not, be  contacted.  The  remaining  15  had  suffered  severe  sickness 
commencing  at  times  which  varied  from  4.00  p.m.  7th  March  1972  to  6.00  a.m.  8th  March  1972.  Only 
2 children  had  been  affected  with  diarrhoea.  Faecal  specimens  were  requested  from  all  15  children,  and 
arrangements  made  for  these  to  be  examined  in  the  Pathological  Laboratory  of  Kettering  General 
Hospital. 
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On  9th  March  1972  the  Headmaster  reported  another  22  children  absent  of  whom  14  do  not  have 
school  dinners.  Three  members  of  staff  were  also  affected,  1 of  whom  does  not  have  a school  dinner. 

It  was  considered  that  the  22  children  away  on  9th  March  need  not  be  visited. 

On  Friday  10th  March  1972  a report  was  received  from  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  that  the 
sample  of  cooked  meat  had  been  found  to  have  a moderate  growth  of  Staphylococcus  Aureus  Coagulase 
positive. 

The  Headmaster  was  informed  and  at  1.15  p.m.  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  met  me  at  the 
canteen  and  I took  nose  and  throat  swabs  from  the  three  cooks  and  two  helpers.  Face  masks  were  made 
available  for  these  five  ladies  until  the  results  of  the  swabs  were  known.  It  was  also  requested  that  a 
supply  of  soap  containing  hexachloraphane  be  arranged.  The  swabs  together  with  the  sample  dinners  for 
Thursday  9th  March  1972  and  Friday  10th  March  1972  were  taken  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at 
Northampton.  A report  on  the  sensitivities  of  the  Staphylococcus  Aureus  was  requested. 

On  Saturday  11th  March  1972  the  cooks  under  the  supervision  of  the  head  cook  gave  a thorough 
cleansing  and  disinfection  to  all  working  surfaces  in  the  kitchen. 

On  Saturday  11th  March  1972  a letter  was  sent  to  all  Kettering  and  Burton  Latimer  doctors 
informing  them  of  the  outbreak  together  with  the  sensitivities  which  had  now  been  obtained. 

On  Monday  13th  March  1972  a report  was  received  that  the  nasal  swab  taken  from  the  head  cook, 
had  a moderate  growth  of  Staphylococcus  Aureus  and  the  nasal  swab  taken  from  the  assistant  cook,  had 
a heavy  growth  of  Staphylococcus  Aureus.  I excluded  these  ladies  from  work  and  they  were  told  to 
inform  their  doctors  of  the  circumstances.  The  ladies  were  compensated  for  loss  of  wages.  These  sen- 
sitivities were  different  from  each  other  and  from  that  of  the  Staphylococcus  Aureus  on  the  meat. 

One  faecal  specimen  submitted  by  one  of  the  pupils  was  reported  to  contain  Staphylococcus  Aureus. 

The  phage  typing  of  the  positive  specimens  was  obtained  from  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  and 
are  as  follows:

and  from  these  it  seems  that  the  outbreak  was  not  connected  with  the  school  meals  service. 
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Disinfecting  and  Cleansing  Service.  No  articles  of  clothing  and  bedding  were  disinfected.  Sixteen 
articles  of  bedding  were  destroyed  at  the  request  of  the  owners. 
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VII.  TUBERCULOSIS 


Two  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  two  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified 
in  1972  In  1971  the  figures  were  1 and  3 respectively.  The  Registrar— General  returns  no  deaths  from 
pulmonary  tuberculosis.  In  1971  there  was  one  death. 

Table  24,  page  69,  shows  the  age  group  of  the  new  cases. 

There  continues  to  be  very  little  delay  before  notified  cases  are  admitted  to  a chest  hospital. 

The  Kettering  Chest  Care  Committee  which  undertakes  the  care  and  aftercare  of  patients  suffering 
from  tuberculosis,  also  assists  patients  suffering  from  other  diseases  of  the  chest  when  requested  to  do  so 
by  the  Chest  Physician. 

The  very  valuable  help  given  to  patients  and  their  families  usually  consists  of  the  provision  of  milk, 
but  in  special  circumstances  groceries,  travelling  expenses  or  other  forms  of  help  may  be  given.  The  assis- 
tance granted  is  governed  by  the  availability  of  funds,  aU  of  which  are  raised  from  voluntary  sources  and 
whenever  income  shows  the  need  to  cut  expenditure,  grants  to  persons  with  “other  diseases  of  the  chest” 
are  the  first  to  be  reduced,  as  the  primary  duty  of  the  Committee  is  to  assist  tubercular  patients. 

Although  tuberculosis  is  no  longer  the  scourge  it  used  to  be,  we  cannot  afford  to  be  complacent 
about  this  condition. 

Chest  X— ray  Service.  No  general  X— ray  survey  was  earned  out  in  the  Borough  during  the  year,  but 
the  General  Practitioners’  Referral  Service  continued  to  operate,  visiting  the  town  every  Monday  from 
4.00  p.m.  to  4.30  p.m.  Special  surveys  of  groups  suspected  to  have  been  in  contact  with  newly  dis- 
covered cases  were  undertaken. 
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VIII  WELFARE 


Welfare  of  the  Aged 

Miss  K.  Navin,  Honorary  Secretary  of  the  Old  People’s  Welfare  Association  has  reported  as  follows 
concerning  the  activites  during  the  year;  — 

“The  Meeting  Lane  Rest  Centre  was  opened  by  Dr.  Drake  Lee  in  September  last,  and  is  proviijg 
very  popular  with  the  senior  citizens  of  the  town. 

The  Pop-In  on  Fridays  is  still  well  patronised,  and  the  chiropody  service,  flashing  lights  and 
warmer  bedrooms  scheme  are  still  operating  satisfactorily.” 

The  Honorary  Secretary  of  the  Cytringan  Day  Club  has  sent  me  the  following  report  concerning 
the  year’s  activities:— 

“ We  are  pleased  to  report  quite  a successful  year.  Our  membership  remains  fairly  steady. 

We  regretted  to  hear  the  news  of  the  forthcoming  retirement  of  Mrs  Stirling,  and  a tribute  was 
paid  to  the  valuable  service  she  had  rendered  to  all  the  local  WRVS  Clubs. 

Several  very  enjoyable  outings  were  arranged  during  the  Summer  for  our  members,  including  a 
seaside  trip  to  Mablethorpe  and  country  trips,  one  of  which  was  a shorter  one  for  the  less  mobile 
members. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  we  had  a very  nice  lunch  at  the  Central  Hall  with  an  entertainment 
afterwards,  finishing  with  tea  and  biscuits  before  dispersing. 

Finally  we  ended  the  year  with  a Christmas  Tea  at  the  Rockingham  Road  Baptist  Hjall,  every 
member  receiving  a Christmas  gift.” 

It  is  regretted  that  no  reports  have  been  received  this  year  regarding  the  Monday  Darby  and  Joan 
Club,  the  Wednesday  Darby  and  Joan  Club  and  the  Barton  Seagrave  WRVS  Evergreen  Club. 

In  reporting  another  most  successful  year,  Mrs  D.  Morrison,  the  leader  of  the  Friday  Over  Sixty 
Club  states:— 

“The  Club  has  a full  membership  of  150  and  a waiting  list. 

Outside  activities  began  in  April  with  a Birthday  lunch  at  the  Wicksteed  Park,  a country  trip  to 
Huntingdon  for  tea,  then  to  Stamford  for  evening  entertainment. 

In  May  over  100  enjoyed  a week  at  Weymouth. 
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On  6th  June  two  coaches  took  members  for  a day  trip  to  Hunstanton,  and  later  in  the  month  a 
half  -day  excursion  to  Ely. 

We  attended  the  WRVS  Rally  on  5th  July  at  Easton  Neston,  heme  of  Lady  Hesketh,  ana  our 
concert  party  was  invited  to  give  entertainment  during  the  afternoon. 

In  September  over  fifty  people  had  a week  of  sunshine  in  the  Isle  of  Wight  with  trips  round  the 
island 

Our  last  outing  was  in  October  to  Kempston  for  the  evening  where  refreshments  and  entertain- 
ment were  provided. 

The  usual  Christmas  Party  was  most  enjoyable,  a lovely  large  cake  was  donated  by  two  of  our 
members,  each  person  received  several  presents  along  with  their  greeting  cards.” 

The  St  John’s  Over  Sixty  Club  is  reported  by  Mrs  M,  Chapman  to  have  had  another  very  active  year 
with  membership  remaining  about  100  and  weekly  meetings  well  attended.  Various  outings  were  arranged 
and'  also  a week’s  holiday  at  CUftonville,  when  the  coach  was  retained  for  the  week  and  enabled  visits  to 
places  of  interest  in  the  area. 

Mrs  F E Phillips,  the  leader  of  the  Senior  Citizens’  Evening  Club  which  meets  on  Friday  evenings 
reports  another  successful  year  which  included  a day  trip  to  'ifarmouth  and  a half  day  tour  of  Northamp- 
tonshire. For  those  who  wished  there  was  a week’s  holiday  at  Eastbourne  in  May  and  one  at  Brighton 
in  October  and  a Christmas  dinner  at  Chapel  Brampton. 

Meals  on  Wheels  Service 

The  Organiser  of  this  very  valuable  service  has  kindly  supplied  the  following  report:  — 

“During  the  year  1972,  11,005  meals  were  delivered  by  the  helpers  of  the  meals  on  wheels 
service.  Deliveries  as  before  were  on  3 days  weekly,  Monday,  Tuesday,  and  Thursday  These 
meals  were  prepared  by  Wicksteed  Village  Trust  who  again  gave  a free  Christmas  dinner  to  all 
the  people  receiving  meals  from  Wicksteed  Park. 

The  meals  provided  by  St.  Mary’s  Hospital  on  two  days  a week,  Tuesday  and  Thursday,  amount 
to  2,899  so  for  the  Kettering  area  the  average  number  of  meals  delivered  in  a week  was  294  to 
approximately  151  elderly  people. 

The  need  for  the  service  continues  to  rncrease  and  there  is  still  a considerable  waiting  list.” 

St.  Giles  Club  for  the  Disabled 

Mrs  M.E.  Patrick  the  Honorary  Secretary  of  the  Club  has  reported  as  follows  on  the  year’s  activities:  — 

“A  generous  gift  of  money  to  the  funds  of  St.  Giles  Club  made  it  possible  for  the  members  to 
go  on  several  excursions  and  to  enjoy  Brrthday  and  Christmas  Parties. 
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An  Exhibition  of  marvellous  handicrafts,  executed  by  disabled  persons,  was  staged  in  con- 
junction with  the  Social  Services,  fund  raising  coffee  mornings  have  increased  ^interest  an? 
occupation  for  our  members,  and  the  awareness  of  their  situation  by  the  general  public. 

The  format  of  the  Club  remains  the  same,  ana  the  congenial  weekly  meetings  continue  to 
flourish,  however,  wc  r3.<?r'  et,  that  we  cannot  make  it  possible  for  all  disabled  persons  to  join 
with  us  — even  those  who  are  brought  to  our  notice.  In  fact,  the  more  we  attempt  to  do,  the 
more  we  realise  that  the  problem  of  the  disabled  is  unfathomable.  The  inspiration  of  their 
tremendous  courage  in  adversity  spurs  on  helpers  with  even  more  devotion  in  1973.” 

Blind  Welfare 

Mr  J.  Brown,  the  Honorary  Secretary  of  the  Kettering  and  District  Amalgamated  Qubs’  for  the 
Blind  reports  that  during  the  year  grants  totalling  £12  were  made  to  each  of  the  Blind  persons  in  the  area 
and  the  usual  social  activities  arranged  during  the  year  provided  this  money. 

Kettering  and  East  Northants  Bnmch  British  Diabetic  Association

I am  indebted  to  Mr  I.  Groocock  for  the  following  report  concerning  this  Branch:  — 

“The  branch  runs  a very  interesting  programme  of  meetings  which  are  held  on  the  first  Tuesday 
of  every  month  in  the  Welfare  Clinic,  School  Lane  at  7.30  p.m.  We  try  to  run  some  educational 
evenings  with  doctors,  dieticians,  and  staff  from  the  British  Diabetic  Association  to  tal!'  about 
the  clinical  aspects  of  diabetes.  We  also  have  some  very  good  social  events,  such  as  an  annual 
outing,  Christmas  party,  wine  and  cheese  parties  and  film  and  musical  entertainment. 

Our  members  always  seem  to  enjoy  themselves  and  attendance  at  meetings  is  very  good,  however 
our  membership  is  very  low  when  compared  with  the  number  of  known  diabetics  in  the  Kettering 
area.  I would  like  to  see  many  more  members  at  our  meetings,  because  it  is  only  by  increased 
support  that  we  may  raise  enough  money  to  help  research  find  a cure. 

Kettering  Mothers’  Club 

This  club  meets  on  the  2nd  and  4th  Tuesday  of  each  month  and  Mrs  J.E.  Coe,  the  Honorary 
Secretary,  reports  another  busy  year  during  which  the  charity  of  the  year  was  the  Children’s  Ward  of  the 
General  Hospital.  Various  fund  raising  activities  were  organised,  the  most  successful  being  a Fashion 
Show  which  resulted  in  a profit  of  over  £100,  thus  enabling  the  purchase  of  a pram,  pushchair,  and  three 
high/low  chairs  for  the  Children’s  Ward.  It  was  also  possible  to  purchase  some  special  heated  mattresses 
for  ill  babies  at  St.  Mary’s  Hospital. 

Tliere  was  a varied  programme  of  demonstrations  and  social  events  during  the  year. 

Mobile  Library  Service 

The  “Books  on  Wheels  for  the  Housebound”  Service  provided  by  the  Public  Library  in  conjunction 
with  the  WRVS  continued  to  provide  a very  valuable  service.  The  books  for  distribution  are  prepared  by 
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Library  staff  and  distributed  by  28  voluntary  helpers  under  the  direction  of  Mrs  S.H.  Idell.  Approximately 
15,000  books  were  distributed  in  the  year  to  125  households;  new  books  being  delivered  every  two  weeks. 

Mrs  Idell  states  that  large  print  books  are  becoming  even  more  popular  especially  now  that  the  size 
of  the  books  is  smaller.  Romance  books  are  stiU  the  most  popular  although  there  is  a growing  demand 
for  historical  and  auto-biographical  books.

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CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT  ON 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1972 


(a)  STAFF 

For  the  first  time  for  many  years  there  was  no  change  in  staff  of  the  Department  and  this 
enabled  considerable  progress  to  be  made  in  bringing  routine  work  up  to  date.  A public  health 
service  was  also  provided  from  1st  February  1972  to  Desborough  U.D.C. 

During  the  year  the  establishment  was  altered,  the  post  of  Authorised  Meat  Inspector  being 
replaced  by  a further  Public  Health  Inspector.  Unfortunately  no  replies  were  received  following 
this  post  being  advertised  on  two  occasions.  It  would  seem  necessary  for  the  Department  to  train 
its  own  Public  Health  Inspectors  in  order  to  maintain  a full  staff. 

In  October  I attended  a three  week  course  on  Management  for  Senior  Local  Government 
Officers  at  Leicester  Polytechnic  and  found  this  interesting  and  useful. 

I was  again  elected  to  serve  on  the  East  Midlands  Centre  Council  of  the  Association  of  Public 
Health  Inspectors. 

(b)  HOUSING 

(i)  Clearance 

In  1972  forty  houses  were  dealt  with  in  four  small  clearance  areas.  Six  individual  houses  and 
one  basement  flat  were  also  represented  as  being  unfit  for  human  habitation. 

This  is  almost  double  the  number  of  houses  similarly  dealt  with  in  1971  and  indicates  the 
attempt  to  clear  problems  prior  to  reorganisation  in  April  1974. 

(ii)  Repairs 

Local  Contractors  appeared  to  have  no  shortage  of  work  during  the  year  and  patience  was  at 
times  necessary  when  owners  were  required  to  carry  out  repairs. 

(iii)  Qualification  Certificates 

Under  the  1969  Housing  Act  a house  with  a ‘controlled’  tenancy  can  be  decontrolled  if  it  has 
all  five  basic  amenities  (bath,  sink,  wash  basin,  hot  water  supply  and  indoor  w.c.)  and  is  in  a good 
state  of  repair.  Twenty-nine  owners  applied  to  the  Local  Authority  for  Qualification  Certificates 
to  show  that  their  houses  complied.  Only  7 of  these  were  able  to  be  granted  and  the  lengthy  lists 
of  necessary  repairs  sent  to  many  of  the  other  22  showed  that  some  owners  had  no  idea  of  how 
properties  should  be  maintained.  Three  applications  made  in  1971  had  Certificates  issued  in  1972. 
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Eleven  owners  applied  for  and  were  granted  Provisional  Qualification  Certificates  which  are 
issued  to  owners  contemplating  improvement  of  their  houses  and  are  in  effect  a promise  to  issue  a 
full  Qualification  Certificate  provided  agreed  works  of  repair  and/or  improvement  are  carried  out. 

The  Housing  Finance  Act  1972  alters  this  procedure  which  has  worked  well  for  a small 
number  of  properties.  It  will  be  necessary  in  future  to  make  greater  use  of  the  Houajng  Act  1957, 
Section  9 (as  amended)  to  bring  some  houses  up  to  a good  state  of  repair.  The  ‘carrot’  of  a 
Qualification  Certificate  leading  to  an  increased  rent  is  being  exchanged  for  the  threat  of  doing 
repair  work  in  default.  It  will  lead  to  increased  work  in  the  Department. 

(iv)  Improvehient  Areas 

During  the  year  Improvement  Area  No.  4 became  five  years  old  and  it  became  possible  to 
require  the  improvement  of  houses  where  the  tenants  had  previously  refused  consent.  Sixty  such 
houses  were  visited  and  in  thirty-one  cases  it  was  decided  to  take  no  further  action,  (mostly  because 
the  tenants  were  over  70);  14  tenants  agreed  to  the  improvements  being  carried  out.  Fifteen* tenants 
still  did  not  wish  for  improvements  but  the  Council  decided  to  require  them  to  be  carried  but  and 
final  notices  were  served.  In  these  cases  it  was  necessary  to  offer  to  rehouse  the  tenants.  The 
Housing  Committee  agreed  to  co-operate  but  only  two  tenants  in  fact  accepted  the  offer  of  being 
rehoused  by  the  Council.

(v)  Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation. 

All  known  houses  in  multiple  occupation  were  visited  regularly.  Some  provide  very  satis- 
factory accommodation  for  students  and  other  single  people  but  others  cause  considerable  problems, 
in  that  they  have  the  very  minimum  of  amenities  and  seem  to  attract  itinerant  tenants,  who  have 
little  to  commend  them.  Several  such  tenants  reported  harrassment  by  landlords  but  no  case  was 
considered  to  be  strong  enough  in  evidence  to  enable  a prosecution  to  be  taken.  All  owners  were 
required  to  provide  basic  facilities  for  cooking,  washing  and  food  storage,  in  each  separate  letting, 
and  an  indoor  w.c.  and  bathroom  was  required  in  each  house.  This  persuaded  several  landlords  to 
allow  the  houses  to  revert  to  occupation  by  one  family  only.  The  owners  of  5 houses  in  multiple 
occupation  were  prosecuted  during  the  year  for  failing  to  comply  with  Notices  requiring  improved 
facilities  to  be  provided.  All  pleaded  guilty  and  all  were  fined  £10.  They  had  been  drawing  rent 
over  this  figure  per  house  each  week  during  the  many  months  of  broken  promises  before  legal  action 
was  taken. 

(c)  AIR  POLLUTION 

Table  25  of  page  70  gives  the  monthly  readings  obtained  from  the  daily  smoke  filter  sited  at 
the  Municipal  Offices.  The  figures  are  very  satisfactory. 

No  applications  were  received  for  the  approval  of  new  chimney  heights. 

(d)  MEAT  INSPECTION 

The  18389  animals  slaughtered  were  all  inspected  and  over  nine  tons  of  meat  and  offal  were 
condemned.  Details  of  diseases  found  are  given  in  Table  21  page  66 

During  the  year  a considerable  extension  was  commenced  at  the  abattoir  at  the  request  of 
F.M.C.  (Meat)  Limited,  the  lessees.  This  will  increase  refrigerated  storage  space  and  provide  a 
cutting  room  for  preparing  meat  for  retail  sale. 

Food  imported  in  containers  and  passed  through  the  ports  without  inspection  necessitated  5 
visits  to  various  premises  in  the  Borough. 

A transporter  and  trailer  from  Sweden  was  found  to  contain  decomposing  livers  and  some 
unfit  meat  and  resulted  in  the  largest  single  condemnation  ever  known  in  the  town.  The  9 tons 
14  cwts.  of  meat  was  sold  to  a fertUizer  firm  and  the  money  received  by  the  Local  Authority  has 
stUl  not  been  claimed  by  any  of  the  firms  involved  in  the  transaction  in  spite  of  them  all  being 
notified. 

(e)  FOOD  HYGIENE 

Eight  hundred  and  twenty-eight  inspections  were  made  of  the  367  food  premises,  the  stan- 
dards remaining  high  at  the  majority. 
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Samples  of  food  for  bacteriological  examination  were  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
at  Northampton  as  follows:  —

Two  samples  of  ice  cream  were  grade  II  and  one  failed  the  Methylene  Blue  Test;  two  samples 
of  shellfish,  six  samples  of  Continental  Meat  Products,  and  six  samples  of  sliced  cooked  meat  were 
unsatisfactory;  and  these  matters  were  taken  up  with  the  retailers  concerned. 

Forty-seven  samples  of  milk,  ten  washed  milk  bottles  and  two  churn  rinses  were  also  sent  for 
bacteriological  examination. 

AH  the  milks  were  satisfactory  except  five  which  failed  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  and  one  the 
Phosphatase  Test.  One  milk  bottle  was  found  to  have  a higher  bacterial  count  than  desirable. 


Once  again  the  co-operation  of  the  general  public  was  excellent  in  bringing  forward  items  of 
unsatisfactory  food  which  they  had  purchased.

(h)  PEST  CONTROL 

Three  hundred  and  twenty-two  complaints  were  received  and  dealt  with  regarding  rats  and 

mice. 

Contracts  to  the  value  of  £327.00  are  now  held  in  the  Department  for  clearing  pests  from 
commercial  and  other  premises. 

Sixty-two  wasp  nests  were  cleared  at  a charge  of  £1  each. 

Mice  continued  to  be  the  most  difficult  pest  to  eliminate  but  in  some  premises  little  assistance 
was  given  by  the  occupants. 

Pigeons  were  discreetly  reduced  in  number  at  several  points  in  the  town. 

(i)  DRAINS  AND  SEWERS 

Four  hundred  and  ninety -seven  drains  were  cleared  by  the  Department  during  1972,  no  charge 
being  made  for  this  service.  The  number  of  drains  found  to  be  obstructed  during  weekends  and 
public  holidays,  when  no  staff  are  available,  was  surprising. 

(j)  NOISE  ABATEMENT 

Sixteen  complaints  were  received  regarding  noise  and  all  dealt  with  informally.  A sound  level 
meter  was  added  to  the  equipment  of  the  Departinent  during  the  year.
